We mean a p o rtio n o f th e liv in g bo d y , an o r­ 
gan wh ich p ro d u ces so me u sefu l ch emical p ro ­ 
d u ct. Its p ro d u ct we call a secretio n . 
Th e liv er is an immen se glan d , wh ich p ro d u ces 


bile, partly a secretio n to get rid o f harmful by ­ 
pro ducts o ut o f the bo dy , partly a digestiv e juice 
to deal with the fo o d. 
Glands in the mo uth pro duce saliv a while 
glands in the skin fo rm perspiratio n. 
The glands co ncerned in gro wth are o f rather 
a different nature. The liv er, the saliv ary glands, 
the sweat glands, po ur o ut their pro ducts 
thro ugh canals o r ducts. The bile go es into the 
intestine, the saliv a into the mo uth, the perspi­ 
ratio n o n to the skin. 
Seated deep in the bo dy are o ther glands, 
which also manufacture their special secretio ns, 
bu t these pro ducts are no t po ured fo rth thro ugh 
d u cts. Instead, they are simply passed into the 
blo o d , an d 
the blo o d carries the pro ducts thro ugh 
the bo d y . These particular facto ries o f secretio n 
arc called ductless glands, since they hav e no 
can als to the ex terio r, o r in scientific language, 
en d o crin e 
glands. Their pro ducts are ho rmo nes 
o r endo crines.
